Mrs. Fleischmann was granted a 
divorce in Par:- on July 29 on the 
ground of abandonment. Accord- 
ing to the French divorce court 
records Fleischmann was domiciled 
at Neuilly, while Mrs. Fleischmann 
resided in Paris.

MOTHER SPURNS 
SuIENCE IN HUNT 
FUR SOLDIER SON 


Despite Army Finger-Print 
Record to the Contrary 
She Insists Atlanta Con- 
vict Is Missing Boy. 


REPORTED KILLED 
ON BATTLEFIELD 


Body Returned From 
France and Buried in 
Wisconsin She Believes 
Now Is That of Stranger.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 21.—A 


mother and her daughter are at 
almost irreconcilable odds over the 
identity of Robert E. St. Clair, con- 
vict in the Atlanta Federal Pris- 
on, who, it is claimed, is the sup- 
posedly dead son of Mr. and Mrs. 
F. E. Bergeron of Menasha, Wis., 
mourned for dead on the battle- 


fields of France. 

Mrs. Luis Emmerlich, the daugh- 
ter, contends that St. Clair is an 
impostor and is not Urban John 
Bergeron, as Mrs. Bergeron, the 
mother, stoutly insists, despite the 
disclosure that Bergeron’s finger- 
prints, as listed at the War Depart- 
ment, do not tally with thoge of St. 
Clair. 

The latest development in this 
weird case, which has claimed the 
attention of Red Cross authorities 
in the effort to ferret out the mys- 
tery, is the open break between 
Mrs. Bergeron and her daughter. 
Mrs. Emmerlich has moved away 
from her mother’s boarding house 
and is said to be employing counsel 
to prove definitely that St. Clair is 
not her brother. — 

Age Question Unanswered. 
“The man is an impostor—he is 
not my brother,” she declared yes- 
terday at the Federal Prison, as 
she quit St. Clair’s cell. She had 
been allowed to see the convict 
while Mrs. Bergeron was turned 
away, due to the fact that she had 
made three previous trips to the 
penitentiary in recent days. Mr. 
Bergeron has gone back to Mena- 
sha to await further developments. 

Mrs. Emmerlich told Federal 
prison authorities that St. Clair 
had refused to tell her under what 
name he had been confirmed in 
thp Catholic Church and also re- 
fused to state the difference be- 
tween her age and that of the sup- 
posediy dead Urban John Berge- 
ron. His guards also state that St. 
Clair has begun to stutter follow- 
ing a query from Mrs. Emmerlich 
as to when he overcame that habit. 
He told her that shell shock in 
France had afforded him relief. 
Atlanta Red Cross officials have 
sent requests to the New Orléans 
chapter that it investigate the New 
Orleans woman whose letter to 
Mrs. Bergeron brought the Wiscon- 
sin woman to Atlanta and resulted 
in her identification of the prison- 
er as Urban John Bergeron. Noth- 
ing is known here of St. Clair be- 
yond the fact that he was convict- 
éd in New Orleans three months ago 
of violating the national motor ve- 
hicle act and given an 18 months’ 
term. 

The Red Cross officials are quot- 
ed as saying Mrs. Bergeron had 
told them St. Clair urged her to 
turn all the family property into 
cash by the time his term in prison 
expired so she, “father” and he 
could go to the Far West and start 
life anew. 

Mrs. Bergeron came to Atlanta 
upon recipt of a letter from New 
Orleans signed “Mrs. Lucille Old- 
horn,” which requested information 
regarding a young man nam 
“Urban John,” and gave other de- 
tails which led Mre. Bergeron to 
believe her son lived. She identi- 
fied St Clair as her son when she 
reached here. 

The War Department a few 
days ag: officially declared that 
the finger prints of St. Clair did 
not coincide with those of the man 
who enlisted as Urban John Berg- 
eron.

NELSON DENIES 
EVER JOINING 
THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Democratic Nominee for 
Governorship Answers 


Charge of Republican 
Chairman. 


WAS SPECTATOR AT. 
KLAN GATHERING 


Says He Was “Curious and 
Interested Spectator,” 
but Left Before Meeting 
Was Concluded.

WAYNESVILLE, Mo., Oct. 21.— 


Dr. Arthur W. Nelson, Democraiic 
nominee for Governor, issued a 
formal statement here this after- 
noon in which he denied that he is 


or ever was a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

The candidate’s statement was in 
reply to a statement published in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat this 
morning wherein W. F. Phares, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, charged that Nelson 
joined the klan in June of ast 
year. Chairman Phares’ statement 
was accompanied by two affidavit3, 
signed by three men who said thay 
are klansmen, purporting to show 
that Nelson was initiated into the 
klan at California, Mo., and that 
his name was in the records of the 
Tipton (Mo.) lodge.of the klan on 
Oct. 1 last. : 

To Continue Schedule. 

The Democratic State Commit- 
tee, in a telephone conversation 
with Dr. Nelson, had suggested 
that he interrupt his speaking tour 
to return to 8t. Louis tonight to 
make complete denial of the Re- 
publican charges, but Dr. Nelson 
announced he would content him- 
self with the formal statement 
issued here and that after his aft- 
ernoon address here today he 
would go to Lebanon for an ad- 
dress tonight and then continue 
his schedule as previously ar- 
ranged. 

“These affidavits are the culmi- 
nation of a whispering campaign 
which has been conducted under 
the direction of the Republican 
State Committee for several weeks 
and of which, because of its char- 
acter, I have refused to take no- 
tice,” said Dr. Nelson. 

“Since their whispered allega- 
tions have been put into the form 
of affidavits, I will recite the facts 
to show from just what flimsy ma- 
terial the entire story has been 
concocted,” Dr. Nelson added. 

Spectator at Meeting. 

Dr. Nelson admitted that he was 
“a curious and interested specta- 
tor” at a klan gathering in Califor- 
nia, Mo. As to C. S. Burns’ affi- 
davit that he saw Dr. Nelson ini- 
tiated there, the candidate says 
Burns “is honestly mistaken or is 
maliciously making a false state- 
ment.” 


Dr. Nelson, in California with a 
friend on business, learned a klan 
gathering was to be held there that 
evening, so his friend made inquiry 
to learn if they could be onlook- 
ers. The friend returned with two 
men who had cards which they 
said would admit Dr. Nelson and 
his friend to the meeting if they 
signed them. 
Signed a Card. 

“The cards contained some sort 
of declaration of prftinciples but 
there was nothing to indicate that 
they were applications for mem- 
bership in the klan,” said Dr. 
Nelson. “I signed one of the cards 
and with hundreds of others at- 
tended the meeting.” 

Dr. Nelson added that he watched 
the klan proceedings for a time and 
then departed, the affair lacking 
interest. “I saw no initiation serv- 
ice while I was at the meeting,” he 
added. 


The only other time he ever has 
been near any sort of a Ky Klux 
Klan meeting Dr. Nelson added was 
in Carthage, Mo., when he attend- 
ed the Jasper County Fair. “I wis 
seated in a box when several auto- 
mobiles containing persons in klan 
costume drove around the track 
and on out,” he stated. 

Never Saw Kian Book. 


Regarding the statement that 


his name appears on the books of 


the klan at Tipton, Dr. Nelson said: 
“Tl have no knowledge of what ap- 
pears on any klan book.

“Tt know.” he continued, “that 
I have never received any com- 
munication from the kian, never 
have joined it, never have made 
application to join it and never 
have paid any initiation fee, dues 
or anything ofthe kind.”

Burns, whom I suppose is the 
man making the affidavit, on an 
eccasion when I was a curious 
and interested spectator at a klan 
gathering at California. As to 
his statement that he saw me 
initiated, he either is honestly 
mistaken or is maliciously mak- 
ing a misstatement. 

“T was in California with a 
friend on business.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21.— 
An example of the use by 4 public 
official of the opportunities af- 
forded by his official position to

It letting the contracts for of- 
ficial publication of the constitu- 
tional amendments and initiative 
proposals to be voted on Nov. 4 
Becker has followed the plan he 
adopted in 1922 when he paid out 
to favored rural newspaper pub 
lishers for the public printing ap- 
proximately $137,500 more thar 
any private business would have 
paid for the same amount of ad- 
vertising space in the same news- 
papers if the clear letter and in- 
tent of the law had been followed. 
The amount will not be as high 
this year because the space occu- 
pied by the publication will be less, 
but it will be approximately $86,- 
000. Thus for this item alone in 
the four years Becker has been in 
office the cost to the taxpayers 
will have been approximately $223.,- 
500 more than it would have been 
if business instead of political 
methods had governed in the let- 
ting of this printing. 

State Laws on Printing. 
Under the law the Secretary of 
State is required to cause the pub- 
lication in one newspaper in each 
county of all amendments and 
propositions to be voted on. 

The law covering the maximum 
rate that may be paid reads: 

Section 10,401.—When any law, 
prociamation, advertisement, or- 
der or notice shall be published 
in any newspaper, for the 


almost invariably is approximately 
| three times the regular advertising 
|rates of the newspapers chosen, 
‘two or three papers have been 
| chosen in each conty, dividing the 
swag vpetween tnem with the 
/knowleage and usually at the in- 
sistence of the Secretary of State. 
In Cases of Duplication. 

Two or three newspapers in a 
'ecunty supporting the candidate for 
re-election is better than only one, 
particularly when the taxpayers are 
paying the bill. 

There is no record in the State 
Auditor’s office of this duplication 
of publication. The money is paid 
to one publisher in a county and he 
divides with the other publishers 
designated by the Secretary of 
State. 

Within the past three weeks I 
have seen two letters written by 
Secretary Baker to newspaper own- 
ers. One was in the western part 
of the State, the other in the east- 
ern. In each instance he notified 
the publisher that he would be ex- 
pected to divide the order with 
others. 

Letter Sent to Publishers. 

In one letter, evidently from its 
wording a stock letter, he said: 

Please advise your contem- 

porary or coritemporaries with 
whom you have agreed to share 
this order, giving him or them 
such instructions as he or they 
may need in the premises, as the 
State in placing this order incurs 
the liability of paying but one 
legal publication, fee. 

The effect of this’ is: That the 
State is paying two or three times 
as much for this publication as the 
law contemplates it shall pay, as 
there can be no question if three 
publishers in a county are willing 
to accept the work for one-third 
the total amount paid, as they do, 
each would be willing to publish 
it at the same rate. 

Comparison of Ratcs. 


State or for any public officer 
on account of or in the name of 
the State, or for any county, 
there shall not be allowed for 
such publication a higher rate 


for the first insertion, and 50 
cents for each subsequent inser- 
tion; and for fractional squares 
and parts of squares in the same 
proportion. 

Immediately following that sec- 
tion is another, reading: 

Section 10,402.—In procuring 
the publication of any law, 
proclamation, advertisement, or- 
ger or notice, as in the next 
preceding section mentioned, the 
public officers shall accep‘ the 
most advantageous terms that 
can be obtained, not exceeding 
the rates limited in the preced- 
ing section. 

How Work Is Handled. 


Now this is the way such business 
has been handled: 
The printing has been let to 


fixed in the first section mentioned. 
The second section has been ig- 
nored, no effort having been made 
by Becker to obtain any lower rate 
than that fixed as the maximum. 
In fact, he has refused offers of at 
least one newspaper publisher to 
print the matter at a lower rate.

GKILLED, 21 HURT, 
BY EXPLOSION ON

Accident Occurs in Gun 
Mount of Warship When 
Engaged in Target Prac- 
tice Off Cape Henry.

NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 21.—Six 
men, one a commissioned officer, 
are dead, five are in a dangerous 
condition and not expected to live, 
and 16 more are more or less seri- 
Ously injured as the result of an 
explosion aboard the cruiser Tren- 
ton about 40 miles east of Cape 
Henry late yesterday. 

The explosion occurred in the 
ship's forward turret and was of 
such force that the rear steel door 
was forced open and five men were 
bléwn overboard, of whom one was 
drowned. The ship was engaged 
in target practice at the time of the 
accident. 

The dead are: Ensign Henry 
Clay Drexler, Bethany Beach, Dée1.; 
Roland FP. Hanson, Soldier, Ia., 
seaman: William Alfred Walker, 
Mayo, 8. C., seaman, drowned; Ber- 
nard B. Byam, Britso!l, Conn., sea- 
man; George R. Holister, Mer- 
chantville, N. J., boatswain’s mate;

When the 
explosion rocked the vessel, the 
Ensign rushed into the blaze and 
dragged three men to safety and 
rushing back again to rescue oth- 
ers, dropped dead on the deck. 

Lieut. Sedgwick, it is related, was 
hurled overboard by the blast.

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WOMAN TO SHARE 
IN THE ESTATE OF 
DAVID MCORMICK 


Mrs. Elena Roe McCormick 
Awarded Claim to Dower 
Rights in 7000 Acres of 
Land. 


The claim of Mrs. Elena Roe Mc- 
Cormick of Tulsa, Ok., as common 
law wife, to a widow’s share in @ 
7000-acre tract of land belonging 
to the late David McCormick, 
wealthy St. Louis paving contrac- 
tor, has been upheld by a jury in 
Circuit Court at Ironton, Mo. 

In a verdict returned last week, 
after a two-day hearing before Cir- 
cuit Judge E, M. Dearing, the jury 
held that 13 months’ residence 
with McCormick at Tulsa, had es- 
tablished Mrs. McCormick as his 
wife and that she was therefore 
entitled to dower rights in his land 
at Ironton. : 

The verdict is one step in Mrs. 
McCormick’s effort to get a wid- 
ow’s share, or one-half of McCor-'| 
mick’'s estate, which she alleges to- 
taled $1,500,000. She made this es- 
timate of his estate in a suit filed 
in Circuit Court here in July, 1920, 
which is still pending. In this ac- 
tion, which followed McCormick’s 
death by several months, Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick charged that before his 
death he transferred all his estate 
to Millson and Foxhall McCormick, 
his brothers. The suit is still] on 
the docket in Circuit Court here. 

In the trial of the suit at Iron- 
ton several witnesses under exam- 
ination by William R. Gilbert of 
St. Louis, Mrs. McCormick's at- 
torney, testified that McCormick 
and Mrs. McCormick lived together 
in Tulsa from January, 1919, to 
January, 1920, a period altogether 
of about 13 months. McCormick 
at this time was 60 years old, and 
Mrs. McCormick was about 20 
years his junior. They had met in 
an office in Tulsa where Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick was employed as a ste- 
nographer. 

McCormick had a growth on his 


hand and late in January, 1920, he 
left Tulsa and went East for an 
operation. He died a_ short time 


later without again seeing Mrs. 
Mctormick. : 

Prior to the filing of Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick’s suit, McCormick had 
been thought a bachelor by his 
friends. He was head of the Par- 
ker-Washington company, a paving 
concern which handled many con- 
tracts for the city. The company 
is operating with Foxhall McCor- 
mick as one of its officers,

Death of East St. Louisan 
Is Tenth From Similar 
Causes Within Four 
Years in This Vicinity. 


The tenth death by electrocu- 
tion within four years in St. Louis 
and’ environs, resulting from de- 
fective extensions on electric wires, 
occurred yesterday when Antone 
Bogunilli, 27 years old, of 6509 
Summit avenue, East St. Louis, was 
killed while working in the base- 
ment of the grocery of Joseph 
Brzostowski at 600 Collinsville ave- 
nue, . 

Bogunilli, wearing wet canvas 
gloves and standing in water, was 
attempting to open a sewer in the 
basement and for lighting purposes 
was carrying a bulb attached to 
an extension cord with. faulty in- 
sulation. 

Brzostowski, who was in the 
store above, heard him cry for 
help and, upon investigating, found 
him lying unconscious beside the 
sewer, still holding the light cord. 
Bogunilli was taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, East St. Louis, but ef- 
forts to revive him were futile. 

The circumstances of Bogunilli's 
death bear a striking Similarity to 
those which prevailed in at least 
seven of the other fatal accidents. 
In several instances the victims 
were at work in damp cellars or 
basements and carrying light bulbs 
attached to extension wires. There 
were four such accidents in 1923. 
one early this year and two each 
in 1921 and 1922. In every case 
the trouble was traced to faulty 
insulation on the extension cord.

That is all I know.” 

Anderson, a Republican, resides 
at Kansas City and is a grain in- 
spector for the State Marketing 
Bureau. He was in Jefferson City 
last week and was seen in confer- 
ence at that time with the Gov- 
ernor’s secretary. 

Gov. Hyde declared that he knew 
nothing directly about the af- 
fidavit made public. today, but 
intimd¢ted tnat he had in- 
directly heard of the exis- 
tence of the affidavit. He said his 
impression was that the address of 
Collins and Morris was Boonville, 
not Tipton. As is known, Gov. 
Hyde has attacked Nelson repeat- 
edly for Nelson’s “silence on the 
klan” and recently has propounded 
questions calculated to elicit a 
statement from Nelson.

south of here, who disappeared 
Sept. 22 just before examiners dis- 
covered an apparent shortage « of 
$50,000 in the funds of the bank, 
was captured today at the home of 
a relative near Perryville. 
He was seen coming from the 
woods near the house, where his 
daughter, Prudence, is boarding 
while at school here. Neighbors 
notified the officers and the arrest 
followed. He had $25 in his pock- 
ets. Questioned, he denied any de-+ 
falcation. 
The closing of the bank at Daisy 
amazed the depositors and friends 
of Seabaugh, who had _ implicit. 
faith in him. Acquaintances and 
relatives had left $10,000 worth of 
bonds in his keeping. These could 
not be found and in addition $40,- 
000 In notes and cash deposit ac- 
counts were missing in the check- 
up. The bank was capitalized at 
$10,000 and had deposits of about 
$60,000 at the time of the closing. 
Persons around Daisy were mys- 
tified by the collapse of the nk 
and Seabaugh’s apparent dishon- 
esty. He had been a steady-going ~ 
church and family man who never 
lived extravagantly and presurti- 
ably had no bad habits. Inveati- 
gators have been unable to dis- 
cover what he did with the money, 
if he is guilty of the theft, or how 
the assets of the bank were dissi- 
pated. The books had been man- 
ipulated through removal of ledger 
sheets, thus closing accounts which 
should have shown on the records 
as active balances. 
Later today Seabaugh made «a 
statement again denying that he 
had taken any money from the 
bank. He said that the bank had 
been in bad shape for three years 
and that “I was only trying to keep 
it going.”

FRENCH BALLOON SEIZED 
BY GERMAN AUTHORITIES 


Paris Papers Print Story That Bag, 
Which Landed Near Emden, 
Was Taken With Contents.

PARIS, Oct. 21.—A _ story re- 
counting the alleged confiscation 
by the German authorities of a 
French balloon, which landed near 
Emden, is printed in this after- 
noon’s newspapers. The balloon, 
participating in a competition, left 
St. Cloud Oct. 11. When it was 
forced to descend ! upon German 
soil, the pilot received every at- 
tention and aid from the authori- 
ties and was invited to lunch by 
the Mayor of the city, but he was 
detained for two days, pending in- 
structions from Berlin. When these 
came they ordered that the pilot be 
released, but that the balloon, 
with its instruments, maps and all 
of its material, be confiscated. 

The newspapers point out that 
the French balloon was confiscated 
at a moment when the German 
Zeppelin ZR-3 was flying over 
France with the authorization of 
the French Government. 


5 LOSE APPEAL TO ESCAPE

Supreme Court of Canada Refuses

OTTAWA, Oct. 20.—Losing their 
appeal .to the Supreme Court of 
Canada today, five men who took 
part in the $140,000 robbery of 
messengers of the Bank of Hoche- 
laga, last April, killing the driver, 
must hang Friday for the crime.

Davis, the sixth man convicted to

They 
appealed for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, On the ground that the Judge 
before whom they were tried was 
without jurisdiction.

5000 Deer Down Steep 
Side of Grand Canyon 


Animals Will Be Taken From Herd in Kaibab 
Forest in Utah to Game Preserve 


in Arizona. 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 21.—Thir- 


ty years’ experience in rounding up 


cattle in the wildest section of Ari- 
zone is the basis of confidence on 
the part of George McCormick that 
he can drive a herd of 5000 to 8000 
deer from the north rim of Grand 
Canyon, down into depth where 
the deer‘ will swim the riveraand 
then up the precipitous wall of the 
south rim. McCormick punched 


cattle in days when deer were num- 


erous in Tusayan national forest 
and when deer frequently mixed 
with cattle and were driven with 
them from range to range by the 
cowboys. 

When the Forest Service this fall 
proposed to open up former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s pet game refuge, 
the Kaibab forest to hunters and 
cause a slaughter of 15,000 deer in 
order to reduce their numbers on 
the range, McCormick and other 
Northern Arizona sportsmen con- 
ceived the idea of restocking with 
deer the great forest regions of 
Arizona south of the canyon. Mc- 
Cormick proposed to build great 
corrals about a few water holes 
on winter range of deer and trap 
them. 

On Bright Angel Trail.

In ascending the south wall of 
the canyon, the deer will travel the 
Bright Angel trail known to thou- 
sands of tourists. In many places 
this trail is only two feet wide, a 
wall of standstone on one side and 
a straight drop of a thousand feet 
on the other. ' 

The river, more than 200 feet 
wide at this point of the Grand 
Canyon, must be crossed by the 
deer. McCormick believes that the 
animals will swim “the river. He 
proposes to make the crossing be- 
tween Dec. 1 and Jan. 1 when the 
river is at the lowest stage; and, 
due to fact that the greatest drouth 
in years has lowered the volume of 
the river, he believes the deer will 
have to swim less than 50 feet at 
that time of the year. 

Contract Signed, 

Gov. Hunt Saturday signed the 
contract with McCormick for deliv- 
ery of the deer to the south rim, 
from which point they will be dis- 
tributed to the forests south of the 
canyon. The Governor guarantees 
the payment to McCormick of $2.50 
a head, for each deer delivered, and 
‘will pay the bill himself if the Leg- 
islature refuses to make payment. 

State Game Warden G. M. Wil- 
lard, a pioneer cattleman, brands 
the attempt as foolish and impos- 
sible, while cowboys of Northern 
Arizona who in years past worked 
on the northern ranges, declare 
that deer may be driven far more 
easily than cattle. The attempt will 
be the greatest test of the art of 
the cowboy ever seen in the West. 

Already McCormick has received 
offers of the free services of the 
most famous cowpunchers of 
Southern Utah and Northern Ari- 
zona to aid him in the spectacular 
feat. 


AMERICAN BANKERS TO AID 
IN LOAN TO SOVIET RUSSIA 


Moscow Parliament Informed En- 
glish and U. S. Interests Have 
Agreed to Credit Advances.

MOSCOW, Oct. 21.—The soviet 

Russian Commissar for Finance, M. 
Sokolnikov, announced today be- 
fore the all-Russian Parliament, 
Now in session in the Kremlin, that, 
despite the fall of the British La- 
bor Government, English bankers, 
with the support of certain Ameri- 
can financial institutions, had 
agreed to advance soviet Russia ex- 
tensive commercial credits. 
He did not mention the specific 
amount of these advances, confin- 
ing himself to a general statement 
that Russia had concluded negotia- 
tions for a loan from abroad in the 
form of a credit to the Ruaesian 
state bank of “several tens of mi]- 
lions of rubles.”

ployes in 1923 was actually $690 - 
000,000 less than in 1920, although 
a much greater volume of traffic 
was handled in the latter year.

“The fact is that railroad rates 
will not be reduced as long as the 
Esch-Cummins law is permitted to 
remain on the statute books.

All my 
life I have fought to have that doc- 
ument preserved in its letter and 
spirit for the benefit of the mass of 
the people of this country. 


“In all the history of the world 
no people has ever looked to the 
courts as a guardian of its liber- 
ties. Centuries of experience 
should teach the American people 
of today, as it taught their fore- 
fathers, that popular liberties will 
be preserved only when the people 
themselves are constantly vigilant. 
The progressives contend that the 
people themselves are _ sovereign 
and that it is unsafe for them to 
intrust their liberties to the hands 
of Judges or any other officials ap- 
pointed for life, and responsible to 
no one. 


Esch-Cummins Law. 


He had previously taken up the 
transportation question. 

“The Esch-Cummins law—this 
post-war charter of special privi- 
lege—must be repealed,” said the 
Senator, adding that upon this is- 
sue there is a complete divergence 
between himself, on one side, and 
Coolidge and Davis on the other, 
both of them standing for its re- 
tention. 

“Although the law bears the 
names of Senator Cummins and 
Representative Esch as its authors, 
in reality it was written by the rail- 
roads,” he said. ‘“‘In a speech in the 
Senate I took the bill line by line 
and showed by comparison that 
even its language was identical 
with the language used by the rail- 
road officials and their lobbyists in 
their testimony before the Senate 
committee.

Stating that the Esch-Cummins 
law instructs the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to fix rates 
which will enable the roads to yield 
a net profit of not less than 5 % per 
cent on their “aggregate value,” La 
Follette said: “When this bill was 
being debated, I challenged its 
sponsors to say just what was

West His Natural Battleground. 


Had he done his heavy cam- 
paigning from Iowa west instead of 
from lowa east, the election would 
present a far different picture to- 
day. 

That was his natural  battle- 
ground. There, if anywhere, he 
might lay the foundations of the 
new party he hasin mind. The im- 
pression he makes on the future 
pelitics of this country will be 
measured by the size of the vote he 
achieves in the electoral college. 
The popular vote that comes to him 
in Massachusetts, New York and 
New Jersey may be a curiosity of 
political history, but its permanent 
effect will be negligible. 

After all, his importance as a po- 
‘tical factor comes down to the 
question of defeating Mr. Coolidge. 
If he does this he will have shown 
strength that must attract com- 
manding support. If he does not 
he goes into the record as one more 
political aspirant who could not 
make the grade. This may be a 
factitious theory, but on his success 
or failure in accomplishing this one 
thing will rest the popular verdict. 

He may talk indefinitely about 
his goal of compassing a new divi- 
sion of political opinion; may dem- 
onstrate that the immediate suc- 
cession at Washington is academic 
and incidental to the larger pur- 
pose, but if Mr. Coolidge wins de- 
spite the La Follette schism, the 
Republican party will yawn instead 
of shudder at the next gesture from 
the Wisconsin crusader. 

Senator La Follette’s campaign 
will be a success or a failure, ac- 
cording to the depth of the scare 
he throws into the Republican par- 
ty. It was not Theodore Roosevelt's 
popular vote in 1912 that made it 
certain that had he lived he would 
have been the Republican nominee 
in 1920, but the fact that he got 88 
electoral votes. 

His Opportunity at Start. 

There was not a State west of the 
Mississippi and north of Kansas in 
which La Follette did not have at 
worst an even chance when the 
campaign opened. Eighteen states 
with an aggregate of 120 electoral 
/otes were his if he could keep alive 
the enthusiasm of his followers, and 
by his personal presence and per- 
sonal effort lift them up the last 
short step on which so many of 
these movements break down. 

Now, with two weeks of the cam- 
paign yet to go, one-third of these 
states have slipped entirely, and of 
the remaining 12, in my opinion in 
not more than two has he better 
than an even chance to win. For 
that remainder La Follette has 
Wheeler to thank, for the vice 
presidential candidate has whirled 
around the circle tirelessly. But 
an evangelical political crusade 
cannot be conducted by proxy. ;

What Might Have Been. . 

If he had campaigned in Minne- 
sota as he can campaign, there 
would have been none so fool- 
hardy as to dream that any = 
had even a remote chance to .

The 
motion picture show of American heroes 
and their notable statements on Govern- 
ment, before the speaking, was admir- 
ably calculated to appeal to people of all 
parties, and to warm up the audience for 
the speaker. Had the band co-operated 
with the motion picture machine, played 
patriotic airs, the effect would have been 
tremendous for an accomplished orator. 
It was a rare lesson in the technique of 
staging a political meeting. Mr. R. J. 
Wood, president of the Missouri Federa- 
tion of Labor, made a most impressive 
speaker and temporary chairman. 

Judging from the applause and atti- 
tude of the spectators, one-third of them 
were for La Follette, two-thirds were 
present apparently through curiosity. 

Philip La Follette seemed to be phys- 
ically, vocally and mentally unequal to 
his subdject, “that government in the 
United States has not been with the con- 
sent of the governed.” The Republican 
party must answer for many crimes, bui 
its 7,000,000 majority in 1920 does not 
indicate that it has ruled without the 
consent of the governed. Philip li 
Follette’s premise, upon which he based 
the entire Progressive campaign, seems 
to be wholly without basis in fact, hence 
untenable. - 

Asking auditors to qgonate $500, $100, 
$50 or $10 to the La Follette campaign 
fund was, obviously, a mistake. When a 
man has $10 or more to donate to a cam- 
paign fund, he becomes, ipso facto, a 
“corrupt Republican.” 

Senator La Follette made an unfavor- 
able impression upon me. We gave evi- 
G@ence of senility, was querulous, impa- 
tient, fumed and fussed with his hands 
and tongue, permitted himself to be de- 
flected by petty interruptions. He made 
the mistake of addressing his radio audi- 
ence, instead of his local audience. He 
appealed, by radio, to the farmer vote, 
advocated reduction of railroad rates and 
manufacturing costs before a metropolli- 
tan audience of railroad and factory em- 
ployes. His restatement of ancient’ al- 
leged policies was tedious. His state- 
ments on causes of American participa- 

tion in the Great War were ex-parte, ob- 
Viously offensive to facts, and made to 
pro-German votes. In all, Mr. La Fol- 


-Jette did not give me any reason for 


voting for him. In physique, physiogno- 
my, statement of policies, manner, style. 
Mr. La Follette is the sort of man that 
never has been elected President of the 
United States. He is among men what 
the mongoose is in the animal creation, a 
killer of vermin, useful in his spher-.

KLAN CHARGE AGAINST NELSON. 


The whispering campaign of the Republicans 
against Dr. Arthur W. Nelson, Democratic candidate 
for Governor, accusing him of being, or having been, 
a member of the Ku Klux Klan, has culminated in 
an open charge.

Fifteen leaders of the American legion, including 
fcrmer Commander Owsley and Bennett Clark of 
St. Louis, on€ of the founders of the organization, 
have joined in a statement outlining what appears 
to us the only logical position for veterans of the 
war to take. 


“For the first time in the history of our republic,” 
Says the statement, “men were found low enough to 
rob the wounded.” The reference, of course, is to 
the Veterans’ Bureau scandals under the Repub- 
lican administration. “Investigators have estimated 
that onethird of the money appropriated has been 
stolen by grafting politiciang or wasted by incom- 
petent officeholders.” The present director of the 
Veterans’ Bureau “is accused by leaders of his own 
party and by nonpartisan veterans’ organizations, of 
keeping incompetent department chiefs in power.”

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PRESBYTERIAN PEANUTS IN CHINA. 


Missionaries in foreign lands sometimes build bet-| 
ter than they know. Just now comes out of China| 
a piece of news that puts commercia! romance into| 
religion. The peanut, introduced from America about. 
35 years ago by missionaries. is said to enter into! 
China’s foreign commerce to the extent of millions | 
of dollars annually. It is an engaging story. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles R. Mills, it appears, when 
working under auspices of the American Presbyterian 
Mission, was presented by a brother clergyman with 
two quarts of goobers from the Sunny South. Dr. 
Mills divided his gift with two of the native mem- 
bers of his church. Stipulating that the peanuts be 
planted and after three seasons the product be dis- 


tributed to other Chinese farmers for similar use. 
| Evidently the natives liked our {illustrious goober. 
for at the end of the first year it was discovered that 
ome of the farmers had grown a Sizable crop and 
eaten all of it. However, the other was faithful to 
his trust, and now the surplus of peanuts for export 
nets the Chinese growers a comfortably large total] 
of cash. 

Many years ago the British introduced into China 
a little plant known as the popy. Not long ago 
the Chinese Government outlawed the Poppy, which 
was of the opium-bearing variet¥ and was, if not 
actually putting them to sleep, preventing most of 
the members of the Mongolian race from waking up 
tc modern ideas. By introducing the innocuous and 
palatable peanut, one American missionary seems to 
have started something that works in exactly the 
opposite direction from that taken by the dope plant. 
That is one form of “penetration” in which America 


has proved superior to Great Britain. The Presby- 
terlan peanut {in China now takes care of itself.

SUPREME COURT PROTECTS LABOR. 


The decision of the United States Supreme Court, 
just published, to the effect that striking workers 
do not, by going out on strike, cease to be employes, 
and that, when enjoined by a court they are entitled, 
under the Clayton act, to a trial by jury, is a notable 
irstance of the exercise of power by our highest court 
for the protection of the people against encroach- 
ments on their rights by the judiciary. 

It will be noted that the railroad shopmen. suffer- 
ing under an injunction during the strike in 1922. 
and denied trial by jury, were threatened with pun- 
ishment for contempt. And it was two lower courts. 
the Federal District Court for Western Wisconsin 
and the Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
held that the Clayton act, in so far as it provided for 
jury trials in contempt cases, was unconstitutional. 
These courts also held that striking workers had 
iost their standing as employes of the railroad when 
they went out on strike. The United States Supreme 
Court reverses these decisions and restores to the 
complainants their constitutional right of trial by 
a jury of their peers. This must be hailed as a great 
triumph for constitutional guarantees. 

The decision might well be called a self-denying act. 
ac it restrains the courts in their assumed right to 
punish for contempt without recourse on the part of 
the victim. The practice had grown to large propor- 
tions, and had practically deprived workers in labor 
disputes of the power to have the facts reviewed by a 
jury, as Congress had provided. Such a decision 
should give pause to all those who would destroy the 
Supreme Court's authority as one of the checks and 
balances of our system of government under the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Fed- 


eral Courts cannot refuse jury 
trials in contempt cases arising out 
of labor disputes, the Supreme 
Court held yesterday in two cases, 
one coming from Western Wiscon- 
sin, brought by Sam Michaelson and 


others, and the other from Ken- 
tucky, brought by H. C. Sandefur. 

The important feature of the 

opinion is the rule laid down to be 
followed when persons are charged 
with having violated injunctions is- 
sued by the courts in connection 
with pending or prospective labor 
| strikes. 
_ The opinion, delivered by Justice 
| Sutherland, held that the section 
_of the Clayton act requiring a jury 
|trial in certain specified kinds of 
|contempt is constitutional; that 
railroad workers on strike are “‘em- 
| ployes’’ within the mearéng of that 
law; that the contempt charged 
constituted a criminal offense, and 
that a trial by jury is mandatory 
when demanded. 

During the shopmen’s strike in 
1922, Michaelson and other strik- 
ing employes of the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Rail- 
way Co. were charged with con- 
spiring to interfere with Interstate 
commerce by picketing ang the use 
of force and violence. 

After a hearing, the Federal Dis- 
trict Court for Western Wisconsin 
‘issued an injunction, restraining 
' Michaelson and his associates from 
_certain acts. Subsequently, ‘c¢on- 
‘tempt proceedings were instituted 
|against them, charging violation of 
| certain features of the injunction. 
| Denied a trial by jury, they were 
held by the Court, after a hearing, 
‘to be in contempt and sentenced. 
‘The Seventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed the decision. 

Power to Punish.

The original run- 
ner then passed the ball to a wait- 
ing back on the side, who ran alone 
around the opposite end. The suc- 
cess of this play depends entirely 
on foolng the entire defensive team. 
The ends were coached to watch out 
for this trick and if the play worked, 
the end was the only man blamed, 
and consequently as the years 
rolled by the play became less and 
less successful, due to the watch- 
ful waiting of the ends. 

While I was coaching at Carlisle 
I doped out a new criss-cross which 
had the same deceptive qualities as 
the old one but in addition made 
use of a couple of interferers to 
take care of the opposing end who 
was not supposed to be fooled. 

I tried out the play in practice, 
but it was a bit intricate. I had 
not taken time to get it working 
Smoothly and the second team had 
seen us working on it, so it did not 
gO very well.

Undernourish- 
ment does not mean the lack of 
food necessarily. The fact is, you 
can find plenty of skinny, poorly 
nourished children in the homes 
of the rich where they may throw 
away enough food to supply an- 
other family less fortunate. 

The constant eating of food of 
the wrong selection may be re- 
sponsible for the undernourish- 
ment. It is not enough merely to 
satisfy the appetite. The stomach 
may be crowded full three times 
every day, but if the food is im- 
properly chosen, the child will not 
prosper, 

Of course, all the trouble may 
not be due to the food. The Bible 
Says: “Man cannot live by bread 
alone.” It certainly is a fact that

Food to the body is what fuel is 
to the stove. The fuel won’t burn 
unless there is a good draft: that 
is, there must be plenty of air.
